The report of the annual medical inspection by Dr. L. H. Cogs- 
well is as follows :—

Forty-six cases of defective teeth and fourteen other cases had 
been treated since the last examination. During the year the school 
nurse, Miss Jeanette Reid, secured treatment for a large number of 
dental cases, and many others. A flourishing Junior Red Cross was 
organized at the village school and at Melvin Mills. 

At the beginning of this year the junior high school was separated 
from Simonds High School, and located in a room of the elemen- 
tary school building. Another smaller room on the same floor was 
fitted up with adequate equipment for the Domestic Arts work. On 
the boys’ side in the basement a long bench was set up, and all 
necessary tools for the manual training work were purchased. Many 
new textbooks were also added. The total cost of the new equip- 
ment, books, and teacher’s salary for the year amounted to about 
$1,500. The school was formally approved by the State Department 
of Education. In June a class of eleven pupils was graduated from 
the eighth grade. The entire class is now enrolled at Simonds Free 
High School. 

In the elementary schools standard tests in reading, writing, 
arithmetic, and spelling were given. The weak spots revealed by
